Carlsson said that his 
reason for médving the mo- 
tion was that he approved 
the sample which had been 
tabled in the, brochure, -that 
the seats would only be put 
in with the approval of the 
shire engineer, that the 
company would remove the 
seats if requested” to do so 
by the council, that the 
council has been unable to 
provide for sufficient seats 
in its estimates, and that 
seats are badly needed 


Cr. Richards speaking on 
the motion said that there 


were not nearly enough 
seats in the Municipality. 
He supported the motion 


but, said that it should be 
policed very closely, 

It was a way of obtain- 
ing seats in the Municipality 
and he pointed out that there: 
were many parks in 
Shire without seats. 

The foreshore needed seats 
very badly, but he empha- 
sized that the council must 


have complete control as 
to the location of these 
seats. 
Cr. 


motion said that the 
Councils which had been 
tabled did not impress him. 
He knew that many Coun- 
cils had refused to permit 
them. He had seen them in 
Williamstown and had no- 
ticed that they were ~ quite 
easily moved. Also he had 
noted that the concrete ap- 
peared to chip easily on 
some of the seats and in his 
opinion the ones which have 
been installed in Williams- 
town were a disgrace. If 
complaints were made about 
the seats they would be 
made to the Council and 
not to the Company. He 
pointed out that if any da- 
mage or injury. was caused 
by the seats the Council 
may be liable for compen- 
sation, 

Cr. Burns said that he 
also opposed the motion. He 
considered that seats with 
advertising attached to them 
tended to make a town look 
cheap. He would do all he 
could to see that this. did 
not occur in Altona.

GARBAGE A PROBLEM 
SAYS MEDICAL OFFICER 


The Shire Council 
asked the engineer. Mr. 
C, Simmons, to comment on 
Dr. Leyden’s report. 


Dr. Leyden said — 


Pollution: - 

The recent visit of pol- 
lution expert Mr. Parker to 
Altona. and the interest 
taken by council in this im- 
portant field is welcomed. 

At present it is my opi- 
nion that pollution in Al- 
tona does not constitute a 
major health hazard. With 
regard to Kororoit Creek 
and the drains, it has been 
known for some time that 
these are heavily polluted 
and it would in my opinion 
be a wise precaution to 
deny access to the Mulga 
and Civic Parade outlets to 
people visiting the area and 
particularly to children 
playing near them.

‘Any proposal to conduct 
an independent survey at 
the council’s expense should 
take into consideration the 
readiness of the Board of 
Works to co-operate with 
council in carrying out the 
tests: and making results 
available. I would suggest 
therefore that the Board be 
approached in this matter. 
For example the council 
may require further testing 
to establish the nature and 
extent of discharged nu- 
trient materials which could 
facilitate seaweed growth: 


The Board could be asked 
to carry, out these tests. In 
my opinion this is a Board 
responsibility and following 
recent discussions we~ have 
had with their representa- 
tives I consider we can ex- 
pect their attitude to be 
frank and co-operative.
